They ave weak and stupid, 
have extraordinarily small heads, and 
they do not grasp one's meaning by 
sign or speect as quickly as do most 
natives. 
They worship the sun and 


stars, turn toward Mecca when they 
pray and are exceedingly superstitious. 
They wear long white cloths round 
•their bodies. 
Their heads are bare; 


most of them dye their hair yellow or 
red. Very few have beards or whisk- 
ers. Their features are fine, and they 
have very small lips. The eyelashes 
are long and curly. They are certainly 
good looking men and cleanly. 


"They are expert swimmers and love 


to dash in the surf. The tribes inland 
never stay long in one place, but trek 
all over the country.

T. Before our arrival there w«?rp num- 
bors pt deer grazing in the vicinity of 
the Village, but the burgher contingent 
bas accounted for a good many and 
frightened the rest away. 


"There are no lions near us, but we 


expect to hear of them when we ad- 
vance. 
Most of the lion shooting is 


done from Berbera. Several officers of 
the Garen flying column have shot 
them lately. The plague of flies is get- 
ting worse every hour: they court 
death in every cup and make life in a 
tent during the day almost unbearable. 
No doubt the number of animals in 
our lines attracts them. At El Dibbeh 
there is none yet, but they will follow 
the army in its advance.

Colby, Kan., proposes riding from that 
place on a broncho clear through to the 
Tenderloin of New York city, and to 
pio\e conclusively that the female 
product of the western plains is equal- 
ly as sturdy his wite says she will ac- 
company him on another broncho, says 
the New >'ork Evening Journal. 


'•We will start from Oak Range nest 


July," writes Bill, "and ride straight 
through to New York city, each mount- 
ed ou a broncho. AVe will not stop lon- 
ger than twelve hours at any one place 
unless we or the horses are taken sick. 
This is not a race for time, but for en- 
durance, to show the public where the 
American cowboy ranks with the rid- 
ers of other countries. My wife rides 
a big saddle like I ride myself. She is 
five aud a half feet tall and weighs 
145 pounds, and I am nearly sis feet. 
•weighing ICO pounds. We will ride 
just as we leave the plains." 


Out on Oak range there are many 


skillful riders, but Bill is credited with 
being by long odds the best horseman 
for hundreds of miles around. lie has 
met and vanquished the pride of many 
another ranch in tests of horseman- 
ship, and when he jumps on the wild- 
est mustang with a wild shout it's a 
"cinch" that the beast will '"break" to 
his will. 


Twenty-two hundred miles across the 


continent is the trip proposed, but Bill 
was not at all dismayed when this 
fact was made clear to him. It is a 
fifty-mile ride out and back to the 
ranch -when he goes for mail, and 300 
or 400 miles on a round up is a com- 
monplace incident in his life.

A westerner, basing his figures on
